Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 respectfully  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1062 
and  in  preparing  this  information  1 have  made  use  of  a presenta- 
tion familiar  to  you  some  years  ago. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  district  are  generally  satisfac- 
tory, and  reflect  the  changes  in  military  population  as  in  previous 
years.  During  1962  progress  continued  in  giving  protection 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  and  considerable 
inroads  were  made  regarding  poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis  in 
children  of  school  age  particularly.  The  provision  of  Health 
Services  in  the  district  continue  as  in  recent  years.  Infectious 
disease  notifications  indicate  an  outbreak  of  dysenterv  at  Gain- 
lord  which  was  quickly  controlled  b\  the  active  co-operation  of 
the  family  doctor  there  together  with  the  members  of  the  Health 
Department  Staff. 

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  has  kindly  prepared 
the  second  section  of  this  Report  dealing  with  water,  food  and 
drugs,  meat  regulations,  housing  and  cleansing.  It  will  be  seen 
that  1,507  visits  were  paid  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  con- 
cerning council  house  repairs  not  primarily  work  of  a Public 
Health  nature. 

Throughout  the  year  T have  enjoyed  the  advice  and  co- 
operation of  the  family  doctors  in  the  district  and  I am  indebted 
to  the  Analytical  Chemist  of  Glaxo  Laboratories  Ltd.  for  his  read\ 
advice  and  help  in  technical  matters  from  time  to  time. 

1 wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  this  Council  for  their 
continued  support  and  the  Staff  of  the  Department  for  their  loyal 
co-operation.

The  main  causes  of  death  in  the  district  during  the  year 
were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  cancer  and 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  system,  in  that  order. 


The  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  disease  was  58,  and 
49  of  these  deaths  were  in  males.  Recent  research  indicates  that 
lack  of  physical  exercise  and  excess  weight  ma\  be  contributory 
factors.  It  is  also  suggested  that  cigarette  smoking  plays  a part. 


As  older  killing  diseases  are  eliminated  by  prevention  and 
cure,  deaths  from  cancer  assume  greater  proportions.  The 
increase  is  probably  relative  in  that  more  people  at  all  ages  are 
living  longer  and  into  the  age  groups  where  cancer  may  at  present 
affect  them. 
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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Public  Health  Laboratories  are  available  at  Northallerton 
and  Newcastle-on -Tyne. 

The  Laboratory  is  situated  in  the  General  Hospital,  Ncw- 
castle-on-Tyne.  Facilities  are  also  provided  at  Bishop  Auckland 
General  Hospital,  Pathological  Department,  for  urgent 
bacteriological  examinations.

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Child  Welfare  Centres  administered  by  the  Durham  County 
Council  are  held  at  Butterknowle,  Cockfield,  Middleton-in-Tees- 
dale,  Staindrop,  and  Witton  Park.  Temporary  School  Clinics  are 
provided  at  Evenwood  C.E.  School  and  Butterknowle  County 
School.  Weekly  sessions,  attended  by  an  Acting  School  Nurse, 
are  held  at  these  clinics. 

Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment 
are  sent  to  one  of  the  hospitals  controlled  by  the  South-West 
Durham  Hospital  Management  Committee.  There  are  no  hos- 
pitals in  the  district.

Poliomyelitis. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  cases  occurred  during  the 

year. 
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Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme. 

During  the  year  vaccination  continued  to  be  available  ro 
all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years,  and  to  certain  priority  groups 
over  that  age.  Most  children  are  now  vaccinated  by  their  family 
doctors,  but  facilities  are  available  at  child  welfare  centres  and 
school  clinics,  should  the  parents  so  desire.  During  the  year  the 
County  Council  initiated  the  use  of  oral  vaccine.  This  work  was 
carried  out  within  school  premises  at  the  outset,  those  under  and 
over  school  leavng  age  attending  evening  sessions.  The  oral  vac- 
cine was  later  released  to  family  doctors  and  child  welfare  centres 
and  is  now  generally  used.

REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
TO  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


Sir, 


It  affords  me  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  upon  the  work 
of  tlio  Public  .Health  Inspectors  during  the  year  1962. 

Although  Council  house  repairs  and  Council  house  tenancy 
changes,  as  well  as  visits  made  to  applicants  for  Council  houses, 
took  up  a lot  of  time,  there  was  still  a good  deal  of  work  done  in 
general  sanitation  and  supervision  of  food  supplies  in  the  area. 

A survey  of  properties  was  also-  made,  for  implementing  the 
improvement  of  houses,  as  envisaged  by  Circular  42/62  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  It  is  pleasing' 
to  report  that  progress  is  now  being  made  on  this  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  can  be  extended  to  other  parts  of  the  district  in  the 
year  1963. 

1 am  grateful  for  the  help  received  from  other  members  of 
the  Council  staff,  and  especially  to  mv  colleague  Mr.  "Nutter,  and 
the  Clerk  to  the  Public  Health  Department,  Mr.  Hodgson.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


Routine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  various 
supplies  during  the  year  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

Prior  to  the  taking  over  of  the  Council’s  undertakings  In 
the  Durham  County  Water  Board  and  'Fees'  Valley  and  Cleveland 
Water  Board,  a sample  taken  from  the  Stainton  supply  was  found 
to  be  heavily  contaminated  with  faecal  coli,  the  actual  report 
indicating  a count  of  180  + coliform  bacilli  and  85  Bact  coli  (Type 
1)  per  100  ml.  Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  chlori- 
nating plant  had  failed  during  the  heavy  snowstorm  and  severe 
frosts  which  were  prevailing  at  the  time.  This  defect  was  put 
right  and  a,  check  sample  indicated  complete  sterility  of  the 
water.  No  further  adverse  bacteriological  reports  have  been  made. 

Only  two  private  samples  of  water  were  procured  for 
chemical  analysis  and  these  were  for  supplies  to  farms  under 
Ministry  grant  schemes.  Both  these  reports  were  satisfactory. 

Three  of  the  six  water  supplies  which  were  maintained  by 
the  Council  received  chlorination  treatment.  These  were  at  Eggle- 
ston, Stainton,  and  the  Coclcfield  and  Wackerfield  joint  supply. 
No  treatment'  of  the  water  was  carried  out  to  the  supplies  serving 
Xewbiggin,  Middleton,  and  Woodland  areas.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 


Meat  Inspection. 


The  five  licensed  slaughterhouses  were  continued  in  use 
during  the  year  and  regular  slaughtering  was  carried  out  in  each. 
All  animals  killed  for  human  consumption  were  inspected  and  it 
was  pleasing  to  note  the  high  qualitv  of  animals  which  were 
slaughtered. 


One  slaughterhouse  is  used  for  killing  for  the  trade  outside 
of  your  area  and  it  is  regular  practice  here  for  slaughtering  to 
take  place  on  evenings  and  Sundays.  This  necessitates  awkward 
days  and  hours  having  to  he  worked,  hut  a rigid  inspection  is  kept 
on  all  animals  which  are  killed. 


Sunday  or  evening  killing  also  takes  place  in  three  of  the 
other  five  slaughterhouses.

Public  Health  Meat  Regulations. 

Periodic  inspections  of  meat  vans  have  been  made  and 
these  have  all  been  found  to-be  satisfactory. 

Slaughtkr  of  Animals  Act,  1958. 

Xo  contraventions  of  this  Act,  or  of  the  Cruelty  Regula- 
tions, have  been  detected.  25  licences  were  issued  to  slaughter- 
men, but  many  of  these  are  licences  which  individual  persons 
wish  to  maintain,  although  only  carrying  out  private  killing  of 
pigs  for  home  curing. 
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Butchers'  Shops. 


There  are  11  butchers'  shops  in  your  area  and  these  in  the 
main  are  good  premises.  A further  four  butchers  have  retail 
rounds  only  and  their  storage  premises  are  satisfactory.  All 
shops  and  storage  places  have  refrigerators  installed. 

Other  Food  Premises. 

Regular  inspections  of  shops  and  cafes  have  been  carried 
out,  but  our  efforts  in  this  direction,  have  not  been  as  frequent 
as  we  would  have  liked.  Many  requests  by  retailers  to  examine 
food  for  trade  certificates  were  made  and  210  lbs.  of  food  were 
condemned  as  unsound. 

1 ck  Cream. 

A total  of  79  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream  and  one  for  manufacturing  purposes.  Most  of  the  ice 
cream!  sold  is  pre-wrapped  except  that  which  is  sold  from  vendors' 
vans.  Many  vans  come  into  the  area  from  adjacent  districts  and 
the  standard  of  these  vehicles  and  the  quality  of  the  ice  cream 
sold  therefrom  is  constantly  improving. 

The  one  place  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream 
has  not  been  in  use  during  tbe  year. 


MILK  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  investigations  were  carried  out  into  the 
possibility  of  brucellosis  affecting  the  milk  supplies  in  the  Coun- 
cil’s district.  One  producer-retailer  s milk  was  found  to  be  affec- 
ted and  this  was  ultimately  cleared  by  the  disposal  of  the  affected 
animals. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  1960. 

During  the  year  a total  of  95  samples  were  taken  from  re- 
tailers, producer-retailers,  and  schools  in  the  area.  Of  the  samples 
submitted  to  tbe  Methylene  Blue  Test  to  ascertain  the  cleanliness 
or  keeping  quality  of  the  milk,  there  were  nine  failures,  as  follow  s :

Council  Houses. 

A great  deal  of  time  was  spent  checking  on  disrepair  com- 
plaints from  tenants  of  Council  houses.  Altogether  1 .366  dis- 
repair notices  were  received  and  dealt  with. 

Tenancy  changes  were  all  checked,  and  the  properties 
inspected  when  empt\  or  immediately  before  being  vacated  by 
the  outgoing  tenants. 

Items  for  plumbing  and  electrical  repairs  were  all  placed 
in  the  hands  of  private  tradesmen  but  all  other  items  were  dealt 
with  by  orders  placed  on  the  Conned  Works  Department  through 
tlie  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  amount  of  work  done  by 
the  rodent  operator  during  the  year.  This  was  due  to  a greater 
demand  on  his  sendees  b\  the  Public  Cleansing  Department.  The 
■operator  is  only  part-time  on  rodent  work,  being  also  employed 
as  driver  of  the  bulldozer.  Even  so,  all  complaints  were  promptly 
attended  to  and  a.  certain  amount  of  survey  work  was  carried  out. 
Regular  visits  were  made  to  all  refuse  tips  and  sewer  control  was 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Adv  is- 
ory Officer  of  the  Ministn  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

Smoke  Abatement.  Clean  Air  Act,  1957. 

A monthly  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  and  de- 
posited matter  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  yearsi  in  the  vicinity 
of  Even  wood  Coke  Ovens.

During  the  year  improvements  were  carried  out  at  the* 
works  by  the  enclosure  of  an  overhead  coal  conveyor.  Whilst  this 
has  not  materially  affected  the  deposit  gauge  readings,  working 
conditions  in  the  yard  of  the  Coke  Ovens  have  been  greatly  im- 
proved.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  with  regard  to  the- 
number  and  types  of  closets  in  the  area  was  as  follows: —

No  privy  conversion  schemes  were  carried  out  during  the- 
year,  chiefly  due  to  the  absence  of  adequate  sewerage  schemes  in 
the  few  small  villages  where  the  old  type  of  privy  and  ash  closet 
exists.  All  the  closets  in  the  larger  villages  have  now  been  con- 
verted, and  as  soon  as  the  sewerage  schemes  have  been  completed 
in  the  remaining  smaller  villages,  schemes  will  be  put  in  hand. 

The  Council  assisted  owners  during  the  year  by  making 
eight  privy  conversion  grants  of  £13  each. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Refuse  Collection. 

Except  in  isolated  instances,  a weekly  collection  of  house- 
hold refuse  is  made  throughout  the  area,  it  is  still  a matter  ot 
some  regret  that  the  whole  of  the  area  'is  not  scavenged,  but  the 
remoteness  of  some  of  the  smallholdings  and  other  properties 
makes  this  an  extremely  difficult  problem.  Each  year  a few 
additional  farms  are  added  and  only  a small  percentage  of  the 
dwellings  receive  no  public  clearance. 

The  total  nett  cost  of  scavenging  for  the  financial  year 
ending  31st  March,  1963.  was  £171008  Os.  6d.  Wages,  including 
superannuation  and  insurance,  amounted  to  £13,972  11s.  9d. 

Up  to  the  end  of  March,  two  small  areas,  one  at  Even- 
wood  and  the  other  in  the  upper  Teesdale  area,  were  scavenged 
under  contract.  These  were  left  out  of  the  direct  labour  scheme 
because  of  the  very  difficult  access  to  the  properties  by  motor 
transport.  We  added  these  to  the  direct  labour  scheme  in  April 
and  have  managed  to  effect  a regular  clearance.  The  last  con- 
tract figure  for  these  two  areas  was  £156  Os.  Od. 

Paper  Bag  Scheme. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  118  Bag  Holders  had  been 
fixed  on  Council  properties.  A complete  year's  experience  of  this 
new  system  has  now  been  gained  and  it  would  appear  that  it  is 
working  well  and  giving  satisfaction.  It  is  yet  too*  early  to  be 
conclusive  as  to  its  merits,  but  it  is  very  evident  that  the  system 
is  greatly  welcomed  by  the*  workmen.  Some  householders  appear 
diffident  at  first,  but  eventually  accept  the  scheme  and  seem  to 
prefer  it.  There  have  not  been  any  real  initial  troubles  and  no 
complaints  of  bag  failure  have  come  to  my  notice. 

Trade  Refuse. 

A weekly  collection  of  trade  refuse  from  43  premises  brings 
in  an  annual  income  of  £25  Os.  lOd.  The  charge  is  based  on  a 
rate  of  fid.  per  bin  per  week. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Owing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  it  is  necessarv 
to  have  several  tips  strategically  sited  within  a reasonable  travel- 
ling distance  of  the  scavenging  areas. 

The  Rural  District  is  convenientlv  divided  into  six  areas 
and  a refuse  disposal  point  is  provided  for  each.  One  large  quarry 
situated  between  Cockfield  and  Evenwood,  is  owned  by  the 
Council,  the  other  tips  being  privately  owned  and  rented. 

It  is  very  difficult  finding  adequate  covering  material  for 
the  tips,  even  so  a system  of  semi-controlled  tipping  is  prac- 
tised. The  Council  own  and  operate  a bulldozer  and  scraper  for 
this  purpose  and  without  this  mechanical  aid  it  would  not  be 
possible,  except  at  very  great  cost,  to  keep  the  sites  under  control. 
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The  lip  at  Jack  Scarr,  M'iddleton-in-Teesdale,  was  com- 
pleted during  the  year  and  the  site  covered  and  levelled  over.  A 
new  tip  was  provided  in  Shears  Quarry  but  the  road  to  this  is 
steep  and  likely  to  prove  ver\  difficult  during  winter  months.
